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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 
112 : 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and 
of the manner and process of making and using it, in such full, clear, 
concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and 
use the same and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor 
of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claims 4-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the enablement requirement. The claim (s) 
contains subject matter which was not described in the specification 
in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or 
use the invention. 

a. In claim 4, applicant recites "cooperating means" between 
the guide and the carriage, and "rotatable means" provided to 
abut the guide in order to establish a rolling contact when the 
carriage is displaced relative to the guide. Applicant argues in 
the response filed January 28, 2 008, that the external grooves 
recited in claim 5 are the cooperating means. However, the 
external grooves are in and part of the guide and therefore can 
not be between the guide and the carriage. Therefore, it would 
appear that the rotatable means which are between the guide and 
the carriage would have to be the cooperating means; and thus the 
"cooperating means" recited as being between the guide and the 
carriage are not properly disclosed in the specification when the 
rotating means are not considered to be the cooperating means. 
Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-3 are allowed. 
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Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments, filed January 28, 2008, with respect to 
claims 1-3 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 35 USC 
103 rejection of claims 1-3 has been withdrawn. 

5. Applicant's arguments filed January 28, 2008, with respect to 
claims 4-13 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

a. Applicant's arguments have been discussed above.

6. Claims 4-13 have still not been further treated on the merits 
since they are not fully understood.
